of smog—five straight weeks—has cost farmers from San Diego to Ven- 
tura half a million dollars in crop damage, a plant pathologist reported 
today. 


Dr. John T. Middleton. in charge 


of air pollution research at the 
University of California's citrus ex- 
Mriment station here, said the loss 
s equa! to that reported for the 
entire previous year. 


Studies made in recent months 


show that more than a score of 
vegetable crops are harmed by 
smog. Dr. Middleton said. Among 
those hardest hit were spinach, 
ettuce, beets, alfalfa, celery, bar- 
ley and oats. 


Dr. Middleton said his studies, 


conducted in cooperation with the 
California Institute of Technology 
and th* Los Angeles Air Pollution 


Control District, indicate damage 
to leafy vegetable crops results 
from "reaction products resulting 
from the union of 07X>ne with un- 
saturated hydrocarbons." 


"The hydrocarbons apparently 


emanate from the various opera- 
tion* of- the petroleum industry, 
beginning with the refining process 
and terminating with the use of 
gasoline in the individual automo- 
bile." he said. 


He said the University of Califor- 


nia is attempting to find plant 
vari*ti«?* whirh will not be affected 
by-smog sieges.

should develop affirmative policies," Taft wrote. 


In analyzing the election figures, Sen. Taft pointed out 


although Eisenhower's victory has been called a landslide, 
the general polled 55.4 per cent of the major party vote while 
President Harding got 64 per cent in 1920, CooOdge 65 per 
tent in 1924, Hoover 69 per cent in 1928, Roosevelt 59 per 
cent in 1932 snd 62 per cent in 1936. 


"The Democrats held on to their standard party vote 


.with which they had won recent elections," Taft wrote, "but 
the Republicans acquired 11,000,000 new votes—some young 
ivoters, others from that group of people who did not trouble 
to vote in previous elections."

He expressed belief Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, the defeated 


•Democratic candidate, got most of the "so-called independent 
vote which the candidates angled for" and then he added: 


"But it was the previously uninterested vote which 


swung into line for Gen. Eisenhower." 


Korean War Unsettled Public So It 


Was Fair Campaign Issue

Unmistakably the American people are out of sympathy 


.with the present trend of the Korean war. Polls show they 
favor extending the fighting even at risk of World War III, 
orif that is not practicable, pulling our troops off the penin- 
sula. 
. » „ • % » . 
There can be no question that the presidential campaign 


just concluded sharply intensified the emotions 'of the ordi- 
nary American on the Korean issue. 


But it is important to realize that the major candidates 


did not create those emotions. They were there before the 
campaign beganl Close observers of American voting habits, 
in surveys made back in the late spring, detected at that 
time a deep-running current of feeling against the Korean 
war. 


The strength of that original feeling can be judged from 


the fact that so many say they are willing to risk a larger 
cdnflict to get this war ended. No candidate at any time 
made any such drastic proposal. 


In any event, it would not be fair to ascribe this situation 


to the extremes of campaign oratory. Nor is it fair to say 
that Korea as an issue had no place in the campaign. 


When the United States is committed to a war, whether 


it be big or small, that war must be fought with the support 
of all the people. The lives of Americans cannot be put in 
jeopardy by half-hearted backing from home. 


But that does not mean we may not honestly inquire into 


the question how we got into such a war, or whether thai 
war is being wisely and effectively conducted. 


War is not a course of action we take for granted; it is a 


last resort. And it can be an acknowledgment of the failure 
of other means short of war. We have a right to ask why 
a last resort was necessary. Were mistakes made? If so, 
who was responsible? 


To say thes,e questions cannot be asked, to keep silent 


in the name of a unified or bipartisan foreign policy, is to 
throw out the window the whole idea of political account- 
ability. In other words, we act in this country on the theory 
that the men in positions of governmental power should be 
held accountable for acts of government which take place 
during their tenure of office. 


In gauging whether they have done well or blundered, we 


must not make the grave error ourselves of blaming them 
for matters beyond their control. The whole of world his- 
tory is not made in the White House. It is also made in 
the Kremlin, in Downing street and many another capital. 


But Korea was a perfectly legitimate topic for campaign 


discussion. The big question now is what President-elect 
Eisenhower will do about the people's unsettled mood.

loss of calcium to too great there 
is the risk of further Injury, but 
on that matter the doctor la charge 
will have to advise.

Figure Strength by Point Count System 


By OSWALD JACOBY

This week I begin a new policy 


in discussing bidding. From now 
on I will describe the strength of 
any hand in terms of the popular 
4-3-2-1 point count. 


This is not a sudden decision. 


I have believed 
in point-count 


bidding ever 
since 1935, when 


Howard Schenken and I presented 
the Four Aces point count. 


Our idea was good, but our 


timing was wrong. 
We were 15 


years ahead of the 
millions ot 


bridge players in this country, and 
it was necessary to wait until 
they, got ready to accept the new 
idea. 


It seems to me that most bridge 


players are now familiar with the 
point count, so I can return to 
that way of describing a hand 
without worrying about confusing 
my readers. 


Just in case you're not familiar 


with .the general idea, I'll run a 
few articles to teach it. Count 
each ace in your hand 
as 
4 


points: each king, 3; each queen, 
2, and each jack, 1 point. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually 
need 26 points to make a game; 
33 points to make a small slam; 
37 points to make a grand slam. 


Open the bidding with one no- 


trump when you have balanced 
distribution, stoppers in at least 
three suits), and a count of 16 to 
18 points. For example, take the 
South hand, shown today. South 
has a count of 16 points, balanced 
distribution, and a stopper In each 
of the four suits. 


North raises to game because 


he has 10 points and knows that 
the combined count is 26 to 28 
points. That should be enough for 
game and isn't even 
close to 


enough for slam. 


Good bidding doesn't do away 


with the need for good play. South 
must let West hold the first'trick 
with the king ot spades. If West 
is- then foolish enough to continue 
the spades, South has two sure 
winners in the suit and has time 
enough to develop the diamond*. 


If West shifts to a heart at the 


second trick( the best defense), 
declarer must hope right up with 
dummy's ace of hearts in order 
to begin the diamonds without de- 
lay. 
West can take his king of 


diamonds but cannot then prevent

For 4Leering' at Girl, 17 


YANCEYVILLE. N. C.-A

year-old Negro awaited 
sentence 


today after his secsond conviction 
on a charge of assaulting a white 
girl by "leering" at her. 


An all-white, male Superior Court 


jury convicted tenant farmer Mack 
Ingram of the 
crime Tuesday. 


Judge Frank Armstrong planned 
to sentence him today. The max- 
imum would be a two-year road 
term. Ingram, father of nine chil- 
dren, received this sentence on a 
Recorder's Court conviction short- 
ly after he was accused by the 
girl. He appealed the conviction. 


"Kyed" Her 


Ingram was charged 
with as- 


saulting Mrs. Willie Jean Boswell 
Webster, an attractive 17-year-old 
farm girl In June, 1951. The girl, 
unmarried then, testified that In- 


I gram "ey«d" her from a distance 
of "about 75 feet." She also ac- 
cused him of chasing her across 
a field of her father's farm, but 
said he did not get "within to 
feet of her." 


Under North Carolina law no 


bodly contact Is necessary for con 
viction of assault. The jury, in 
holding Ingram guilty, upheld 
state contention that by "leering" 
at the girl, he frightened her and 
thus committed assault. 


Ing ram's attorneys declined to 


offer testimony in his defense, but 
at an earlier hearing the defend 
ant dsnled he had criminal inten 
tlons; 


Drained Like Boy 


Ingram told, offlcern 
the girl 


was dressed in a shirt and jeans 
and "looked like a boy" when he 
attempted to Inquire of her where 
he could borrow a trailer. 


Ingram's attorneys said before 


the trial that they would appeal 
any conviction to the State Supreme 
Court, 


Mrs. Webster, who married Er- 


nest Webster the day before In- 
gram was first convicted and who 
now is the mother of a six-month 
old baby, told the jury she looked 


up the word "leer" in a dictionary. 
She said it means a "curious 
look." 
That definition, she testi- 


fied, described exactly the manner 
in which Ingram eyed her as he 
drove slowly past her with his 
head out of the window of his car. 


Changed Charge 


Ingram originally was charged 


with assault with intent to commit 
rape. The charge was reduced to 
one of assault on a female when 
he was brought to trial in Caswell 
Recorder's court. 
After he was 


convicted and sentenced to two 
years on the roads, he appealed 
to the Superior Court. The first 
Superior Court trial, in November 
of last year, ended in a mistrial 
when two of the four Negroes on 
the jury held out for acquittal.

Powdered Skin 
/Veil? Wrinkle in

ST. LOUIS W>—New skin sprin- 


kled from a salt shaker to cover 
burns is a prospect raised today in 
a report to the National Academy 
of Sciences. 


The skin would be quick-frozen 


dried under a vacuum, then pow 
dered and stored under vacuum 
But the skin would remain alive, 
able to provide a living cover as a 
first step in akin-grafting over se- 
vere burns. 


Blood vessels or other numan 


spare parts might also be kept 
alive. Intact, for years by the same 
freezing and drying. 


The possibility is foreseen In 


success In freeze-drying Influenza 
vlnn and other tissues, and finding 
it still alive some time later. 


This work was described by Dr. 


Donald Greiff, professor of biology 
at St. Louis university. He used a 
specially-built apparatus to freeze 
the virus or tissue with dry ice 
and acetone, and dry it under low 
pressure to vaporize the liquid.
